I have have a library card, and that means I have 
access to their Elibary, run through the Libby app, 
which is how I first discovered The Murderbot 
Diaries; I now have 2 physical copies (the latest 
books), bought brand new. 


Libaries do not lead to less book sales, it literally just 
means more people are able to read more books, and 
are able to invest money in books they truly love and 
want to keep forever. 


If I'm walking around a book store surrounded by $20 
and $30 books, you can bet that what I'm buying is 
books I know I already love and want to keep forever 
to reread, I'm not dropping $$$ on a book I might 
hate, because I read them at the local library first, or 
I borrow them 1 hour at a time on the Internet 
Archive's Lending Library. 


For those unaware, the Lending Library is not a free 
for all: It's a Library. You need to create a (free) 
account, and you can borrow books 1 hour at a time 
to read their PDF. If you have a reading disability (like 
I do!!!) you can apply for Print Disability Access, 


which allows you to download DRM-Encrypted PDFs 
to read offline on your computer with Adobe Digital 
Editions, so you're not rushing to read before the 1 
hour access is up, but the file is not going anywhere, 
it is only available to read in Adobe Digital Editions, 
but it makes it much easier to zoom in and enlarge 
the text if you struggle with the small print in 
traditional physical books .

students, or the library would be over an hour away 
by car on the otherside of town, and, if you can't 


seus you're not really going to walk three hours there 
and three hours back, are you? 


My Library is "just down the road!" and it takes more 
than half an hour to walk there, with no sidewalks 
and the temperature getting up to 100+, which 
means a round trip is at least an hour, not even 
counting how long I stay to browse the actual library 
once I arrive there, and then carrying books all the 
way home, hence my mention of the Libby app, which, 
again, I had to walk for an hour's travel time just to 
sign up for a library card in person to even use the 
Libby app. 


The rules for libraries are different in every single 
state, sometimes even by Counties or Cities within a 
single State. In my state, you're required to have a 
state ID to get a library card, which, if you can't drive 
(and thus, don't have a drivers liscence), means it's 
very hard to get to the DMV to renew your state ID 
every few years when it expires, and god forbid you 
get your wallet stolen. 


Most americans don't have easy access to libraries, 
and more and more places are shutting them down 
entirely and encouraging the banning of books; the 
Internet Archive's Lending Library is just one of the 
ways that people are still able to access books even 
when the state around them is frothing at the mouth 


to shut down every single point of access to books 
they can even find in-person. 


Again. The Lending Library is literally not violating 
copyright or hurting authors, it's literally one single 
copy that average people donated, and which people 
can, one at a time, rent out for a few hours to read. 
This is literally how I find and discover new authors 
whose books I then go on to purchase new-- and, to 
correct, no, local library's ebook libraries are not 
particularly robust, unless you're specifically only in 
the mood to read what's popular right then and now. 


For an example close to Murderbot, If I want to read 
some of the Stargate novels (what Worldhoppers is 
based on), my local library's elibrary only has 1 actual 
Stargate book, and it's the 21st book in the series. 


It gets even worse if I try to find the original Stargate 
novel series which are based soley on the 1994 movie 
which is its own continuity; these books have been 
out of print for decades at this point, and the only 
place I've found them to borrow is the Internet 
Archive, and shelling out $$$ on Ebay for books that 
are almost 30 years old. 


The Internet Archive's lending library is literally not 
violating copyright, and hundreds of authors have 
spoken up in desense of the lending library, and local 
libraries having more fair rights to lend out digital 


copies in particular -- the only ones who see the 
Lending Library as a threat are publishers
